To the two wireless stations in 
Hudson Bay, Le Pas and Port Nelson, 
news is sont from Ottawa by wireless 
also to ten remote places on the North 
Pacific coast where there are ten 
wireless stations giving out war bulle- 
tins at regular intervals and to outly- 
ing points on the gréat lakes... When 
the war broke out in August the naval 
department deemed it wise to disman- 
tle seven of the ten wireless stations 
on the Pacific coast and the two in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence for obvious 
reasons, but these have now beer put 
into operation again, much to the de- 
light of the settlers near the stations, 
for they now learn ali that is of out- 
standing signtficance and interest in 
the war:

LOCATING THE TARGE 


HOW NAVAL GUNS ARE AIMED 


Wonderful Instrument That le Used to 
, Obtain the Exact Range 
; From Ships 

Anyone who has tired a werpon at 
A distant object knows that its dis- 
tance is an impo:tant element in tak- 
ing aim, The snot dces not move in 
a straight line, but in a curve, and 
the farther away the target is the 
more the -veapon must be elevated 
when it is Lreu. In target firing on 
Jland, the distance of each range is 
known exactu:y. During a naval bat- 
tle the enemy's distance cannot be 
ascertained |7 direct measurement, 
hence the empolyment of telemeters, 
or range finders, who do the busi- 
ness by using well known optical 
principles. The operation of the latest 
instruments of this kind is explained 
by Sauvaire Jourdan. Say:; Mrs. Jour- 
dan: 

“When powerful artillery has been 
installed on board of a warship it is 
of the utmost importance to give to 
those who are to operate ic the means 
of doing so with the greatest effic- 
jency. Among tiese means the edu- 
cation and training of those who are 
to serve the sun stands in the first 
place, - and. immediately afterward 
come, the instruments that make it 
possible to .now the distanco of the 
object to e hit. 


“It fs ccnsidered and experience 
proved it at Tsushima, that the ves- 
sel or naval force that is the first to 
get the range and the first to send a 
shell aguinst the enemy, will have 
gained an incontestable advantage an. 
will: have in a manner protected itself 
from attack. ’ 


“The instrument now used on most 
vessels to obtain the distance of a 
point is the telemeter, or Barr and 
Stroud, of Bnglisu origin. This tele- 
meter was inv 2nted in 188°. 

“Its length, which is precisely dv- 
termined, serves as the base of a 
triangle, on which ihe point whose 
dist’ nce is to be r:easured is the apex, 
A very simple formula then gives the 
distance s« ught. 


“The light rays, reaching the two 
extremities of tue pase, strike the 
reflecting surfaces of, two mirrors, 
placed at the eads of the telemeter, 
and re reflected through the lenses 
to the cen‘re of the instrument, where 
two othe: mirrors, M1, M2, placed one 
above the other, reseive them and re- 
flect them into the eyepiece. 

“Bach «ject iens forms an image 
of the object seen, and the cbserver 
sees in his field of images that, ac- 
cording to the type vf instrumen:, 
may appear to touch each other or be 
slightly separated. In the latest model 
the two images appear one above ths 
other, separa.ed b- a fine line, and 
the two partial images are seen in per- 
fect alignment. 

“If now, the cbject seen approaches 
the left erd of the telemeter, the ray 
received by a reflector placed at the 
right end wil: assume a new direction, 
an.) the pi vtial imag reflected by 
the two central mirrors will no longer 
appear in exact coincicence. 

“The interval between the two var- 
tia: images might thus serve as the 
mearure of the @istanc2, since, ae the 
object approaches, the interval will 
become greater; but the measurement 
of this interval would be very diffi- 
cult to effect with sufficient precision, 
and it would be impossible to obtain 
it even approximately if the instru- 
ment or the object were in motion. 

This is why optical or mechanical 
devices have been adopted, by means 
of which the trajectry of one or other 
light-ray, in the interior of the tn- 
strument, is modified so as to bring 
the two purtial “mages wack into cv- 
incidence. An ivory scale measures 
the amount o. motion necessar; to do 
this, and thus gives the distance 
sought. 

“It is evident that the lenstk of the 
base em, .oyed is an important ele- 
ment, on which d-pends in great part 
the precision of the teleme‘er. Oa 
the uridge of a shi) the length of the 
instrument is limited. The Frenca 
navy now uses telemeters about 
six .eet long. 

“To reduce the chance of error to 
& minimum, the measurement taken 
by a signle telemecer is not accepte. 
as correct. Several instruments are 
used at once and the average is 
taken. 

“Ir the English navy, ‘batterie.’ of 
several teiemeters are used, so coa- 
nected that the operation of one 
moves the others, and a single read- 
ing eives the m an distance, 

“Tho Barr & Stroud is certainly an 
excellent instrument, but the’ arch of 
progress is continuous, and ‘cere is 
now talk of a new tre'emeter in which 
the base usec shall not be six feet, 
ht. the total length of the ship on 
board of which the observation is 
made, that is to say, with modern ar- 
mor clads, about 600 feet. The preci- 
sion will then be practically perfect.— 
Nature,

What Is Costs Britain to Kees Up 
a Dreadnought 

Every time a big gun is fired, $1,- 
600 goes in smoke and e splash, and 
there are 372 such guns in the Brit- 
ish home fleet. Torpedoes cost tea 
times as much, but they have the ad 
vantages from the taxpayers’ point 
of view, that they can be picked up 
again after they have been fired in 
practice, 

Many of the bi~ ships burn oil fuel 
as an auxiliary to their coal, or ‘at 
least. are ‘itted for that purpose, but 
there are 127 torpedo craft beside the 
submarines which burn oil -uel alone. 
In the aggregate their tanks anu 
double bottoms can accomriouate 10,- 
315 tons of fuel, for which Britain has 
to pay $25 a ton, 

Soal is not so expensive, but it does 
not go so far. If the twenty-seven 
Dreadnoughts now in full commission 


power *oal burning run they could 
consume 4,320 tons of fuel, running 
up a bill ci som~ $16,000. 

If a single Dreadnought battle squad- 
ron of eight ships were orderec to 
steam at full :peed for twenty-four 
hours and to fire each gun and each 
torpedo tube onze, the cost to the na- 
tion wold be aproximately $1,000,- 
000, allowizg nothing for the deprecia- 
tion of material.

IN A RIGHTEOUS CAUSE 


The Earl of Beaccunefield on Britain In 
Peace and War 

The late Warl of. Beaconsfieid, in re- 
plyi.g to the toast o: “Her Majesty's 
*“iniacers,” during the unsettled state 
of Burope at the time, near the close 
of his speech used these words, which 
are now recalled as being particularly 
applicable to the present war: 

“The Lord Mayor has told us to- 
day that Britain is the country of all 
others whose policy is peace. We have 
nothing to gain by war. We are es- 
sentially a non-aggressive power. 
There are no cities and.no provinces 
that We desire to appropriate. We have 
suilt up an empire of which we are 
proud, and our proudest boast is this 
—that this empire subsists as much 
upon sympathy as upon force, But if 
the struggle comes it should b» recol- 
lected that there is no country so pre. 
pared for war as Britain; there is no 
country whose resources are 80 great 
in a righteous cause. Britain is not 
a country that will have to inquire 
whether she can enter in a second 
or a third campaign. She will com- 
mence the fight that will not end un- 
til right is done.” 


TURPINITE KILLS EVERYTHING 


Eye-Witness Tells of Frightful Execu- 
tion Wrougrt in Preliminary 
Tests 


Whether the French are really us- 
ing turporite, the newest war terror 
reported to be in possession of Eng- 
land’s ally, is a matter of the great- 
est speculation in England. This new 
explosive, which has aroused the 
grectest discussion through the world, 
is seid to be so deadly in its effec. 
that all life is exterminated within a 
radius of 400 yards of one of the ex- 
ploding shells. Regiments of Ger- 
mans are reported to have been found 
dead in their trenches, their rifles 
still in their hands, not a mark on 
their bodies, but with the long line of 
corpses standing as though in life. 

The Daily Express declares that a 
man known to th. editor for years and 
who is generally well informed, has 
written as following concerning tur- 
penite: 

“The new explosive was invented 
two years ago by M. Turpin, the ‘par- 
ent’ inventor of melinite and lyddite, 
the most terrific and most widely 
death dealing high powered explosive 
known. So lethal in its effect is the 
new shell on explosion, that should its 
use become widespread, whole armies, 
indeed entire nations would be com- 
pletely exterminated in the course of 
a few weeks. For this reason its use 
is p.obably prohibited by articles of 
war, by the international Hague con- 
vention, though M. Turpin boldly 
claims this is not the case.” 

After telling of M. Turpin’s dislike 
of the French war office methods and 
his grievance after the government's 
acceptance of itmelinite and lyddite, 
the informant of the Express tells 
how Turpin set to work upon a new 
explo:ive, which ke endeavored to per- 
fect so that as compared to it melinine 
and lyddite would be perfectly useless. 
He worke.. for years, had a gun mad., 
the parts being constructed at diffe:- 
ent points and then assembled and 
directed the making of the shells. 

“The merest chance enabled me to 
witness one of the early trials of the 
new explosive,” che writer continues. 
“On a stretch of sand 500 yards from 
higk water, a temporary sheepfold 
had been erected about 400 yards 
square and railed off with wooden 
hurdles. In this space were a dozen 
sheep, and ccuple of aged and worn 
cut horses.

Mr. John B. Buwards, the progres- 
tive county superintendent of Alleg- 
any County, Md., 12 is urginy all his 
.ece, ers to add the study and protec- 
tion of birds to their school activitie. 
in order to aroise increasei interest 
in al school work, has formulated the 
following plaa of oreration for Faru 
journal Liberty Bell Bird club work 
in the sch-ols under his superv:sion: 

1. Bach schocl should build two °r 
three bird ho ses in the vicinity of 
‘he school house. 

2. Back child should bring daily a 
small amcunt of grain to the teacher 
to be usea for feeding the birds dur- 
ing the winter. Yeeding should begin 
at «nce, before cold weather drives 
the birds away. 

3. A clear spac. near the school- 
house should be sclected for the .ceu- 
ing grouni, and birds should be fed 
there daily. (Bread crumbs and grain). 

4. In te. winter a piece of suet 
should be nai.ed to a branch of a near- 
b- tree. Birds love suet in cold 
weat er. 

5. A pan, or o-ner vessel, of water 
should be kept near the feeding 
ground.

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HAD ENEMY ON THE RUN 


Irish Guards Make a Hot Quarter 
In the Battle Line and 
Gain a Reputation 

Vivid expressions of the fighting 
lines are given by a non-commission- 
ed officer of the Irish Gaurds, now in 
a London hospital. He said: 

“It was our first experience of ac 
tive service, and withou’ boasting 
I can say that we have silenced for- 
ever the sneers at’ us from the other 
regiments because we had no bat 
tle honors. After that desperate 
scrap at Compeigne the men of the 
other battalions of the Guards’ Brig- 
ade vowed that never again wouid 
they call us the Peace-at-any-price 
Battalion, and in the camps that 
night we were ‘oasted by all the 
regiments in tribute to the way we 
had won our first battle honors. 

“After Compoigne it was very 
dull work in the trenches for a time, 
but when we began the week’s fight 
along the Marne things began ito 


fill of fighting. Tho prospect of a 
job to our likjng livened us up great- 
ly and we went off in rattling good 
form, I can tell you. We got to with- 
in twelve hundred yards of the posi- 
tion’ we were to take without any in- 
cident, but just here the Germans 
seemed to have discovered us, for it 
began to rain shrapnel all round. We 
got orders to make a run for it, and 
we got across at the double towards 
a little knoll up the brae. This brought 
us within 800 yards of the position we 
had to take, and the German rifle fire 
was heavy all around. 

Leaving a small party of riflemen 
to hold the knoll, the rest of the batta- 
lion crept round the left point we had 
to rush under the fire of the German 
position, and at one point we had to 
rush under the fire of our own guns as 
well as those of the enemy. We took 
cover avout 600 yards from the 
enemy’s position, and then the men we 
had left behind had their turn at. creep- 
ing alcng. When they came up with 
us we edged again towards the Ger- 
man t™enches. and after another halt 
the whole battalion lined up within a 
couple of hundred yards of the Ger- 
mans for the final rush. 

“The enemy was getting desperate 
now, and the ridge was crowned 
with machine guns that kept firing 
away all the time. The welcome or- 
der to fix bayonets and charge came 
at last, and we aidn’t lose much 
ti . in getting at them. As we fin- 
ished the last lap of our race for 
their trenches they concentrated a 
fiendish fire on us, but th.t didn’t 
stop us at all, and we reached their 
trenches at last, with a vivid whoop 
that must have struck terror to their 
hearts. For the first time in my 
experience hey made a desperate 
attempt to repel us with the bayo- 
net, and their weight seemed enough 
to htrl us back, but we stuck to them 
like leeches and at last their line be- 
gan to waver. They were stretched 
across the trenches in one long 
line, and when one man fell nother 
stepped into his place. Near _the 
centre we made a break in the Mine, 
and then the wuole lot gave way, 
running like hares, and throwing 
cown their arms as they rasa. We 
Layoreted them by the score as they 
ran, and shot them down in dozens 
until we were completely used up. 
Their officers made many ittemp.s 
to rally them, but it was no goo, 
and those that couldn’: get away 
surrendered rather than faco any 
more of it.” 

An artilieryman at present in tha 


Newcastle-on-Tyne, said in conversa- 
tion: “It 7.8 butchers’ work. We just 
rained shells on the German gunners 
until we were deaf and choking. I 
doa’t think a gun on the position cou.a 
t.ave been sold for serap iron after we 
had finished, and the German gunners 
would be just odd pieces of clothing 
and bits of accoutrement. It seems 
swanky to say so, but once you get 
over the first shock you'll go on chew- 
ing biscuits or tobacco when the shells 
are bursting all round. You don't 
seem to mind it any more than smok- 
ing in a hailstorm. Then yor get 
pulled up with a jerk when your mate 
o> the left curls up in a heap. War °+ 
rotten, but you can even get used 
to working in a candle factory. We 
Lated sme'is more than we did the 
Germans.”

Cyprus, which has been annexed by 


Great Britain, is the third largest is-| ,* 


land in the Levant, It has a length 
of 140 miles and an average breadth 
of 45, the total area being 3,584 square 
miles. Cyprus has been a protector- 
ate of Great Britain since 1878, much 
as Egypt has been controlled by the 
British, although both in reality he- 
longed to Turkey. This is not the 
first time ihat Cyprus comes definite- 
ly and distinctly under British con- 
trol, Richard J. having conquered it 
on ‘his way east when on the Third 
Crusade, From 1570 and three cen- 
turies thereafter, or up till 1878, Cy- 
prus was under Turkish rule, and ~as 
forced to endure all the usual forms 
of Turkish misrule and cruelty. Since 
1878, it has been admi:istere. 
through the British colonial office by 
means of an arrangement made with 
Turkey in that year. The government 
is carried out by a high commission- 
er, assisted by executive and legisla- 
tive councils. 

The island of Cyprus had a popula- 
tion in 1901 of 287,022, consisting 
largely of Greeks and Turks. Abou: 
twenty-two per cent. of the island ad- 
here to the Mohammedan religion. 
The island produces the usual Medi- 
terranean fruits, wines, tobucco, allk, 
sponges, some grain and 1 consider- 
able amount of mineral wealth. The 
capital is Nicosia, which is located in 
the interior, the two chief ports be- 
ing Limasol and Larnaca. Now that 
Cyprus is a definite part of the British 
empire, it is only to be expected that 
a more vigorous policy in connection 
with the development of the island’: 
resources and the cultivation of its 
commerce will be proceeded with. The 
island is an important possession, as

He 
must learn—just like a trained burg- 
lar—how to assume disguises and act 
parts at a moment’s notice. Absolute 
silence in all company as to his mis- 
sions must be adhered to. Too much 
association with petticoats, who may 
be decoy ducks, is disco imtenanced, 
He becomes a nyimber, not a uait, 
from the day he enters the service 
seriously. He inust avoid the tele- 
phone, the telegraph, and the cable 
as much as pyussible. A pre-arranged 
cipher may only be used in urgent 
cases, He must be an expert in 
mathematics, trigonometry, surveying 
draughtsmanship and all the arts 
nec.ssary to take quick and accurate 
estimates of vessels, forts, harbors in 
the land to which he is assigned.

Lieutenant -Verl‘n is honorably 


mentioned in General Joffre’s order of 
the day for a remarkable feat in the 
valley of the Oise. Surrounded by the 
enemy while engaged in scouting, he 
managed to rejoin his regiment after 
losing-37 men out of 60. A survivor 
now in a hospital here gives an ac 
count of the adventure. 

The reconnaissan@ party was oper- 
ating on the right bank of the Oise. 
Its members were told that Uhlang 
had been seen in the neighborhood but 
there was no information about their 
number or the read, they had followed. 

The lHeutenant had decided to con- 
tinue.the reconnaissance when the 
enemy was sighted in considerable 
numbers. THe ordered his men, there 
fore, to rejoin the regiment as rapidly 
and as secretly as possible, but they 
were discovered. The section gained 
the wood under the fire of the enemy, 
but without losing a single man, They 
were then deployed at great intervals, 
and took any shelter they could find 
When the enemy approached it was 
found to number 6,000 or 7,000. . The 
lieutenant encouraged his men by go- 
ing from one to the other and ordér- 
ed them to husband their ammunition. 
If the enemy charged the wood the 
little party would have been annihi- 
lated, but it was evidently deceived 
by the way in which the fire was man- 
aged. The tiny force kept its ground 
until midnight. At that moment only 
13 were in a condition to continue the 
fight. . The lieutenant addrossed his 
men: 

“Mes enfants, we must leave at any 
ecst, Cease fire and get on the road. 
Perhaps we can get away in the dirk, 
as the Germans will not dare to ven- 
ture into the wood,” 

Before this retirement the Germans 
feared an ambush and hesitated to ad- 
vance, In that way the little party 
got away, and at dawn reached their 
regiment, wher. the colonel embraced 
them.

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Care Required In Storing Potatoes 

Potatoes should be thoroughly dry 
and should be stored in a cool, well 
ventilated cellar or storeroom which 
is perfectly dark, Do not pile the 
potatoes in heaps.on the floor or 
against the wall; slats should be nail- 
ed about one incw. apart and four 
inches from the wall; «a temporary 
floor should be laid about four inches 
above the permanent floor, with open- 
ings between tho boards. This will al- 
low the air to cicculate through the 
pile. Large piles should have yentilat- 
ors running through them, These 
should be made of wood, with slats on 
two sides for openings. 

The temperature of the cellar or 
storehouse should be kept ds nearly 
as possible at from 38 to 35 degrees. 
The cooler potatves are kept without 
freezing, the better. If too warm, their 
value for seed is lessened, as they 
sprout too early.--J. F., in Conserva- 
tion.
